S HIS SHIP, the City of Fluit,| 


rode off Bergen, Norway, again 
under the United States colors, 
Capt. Joseph L. Gainard told Am- 
erican newspapermen today that 
his cargo was intact and that all 
members of his crew were well, 

German assertions that the 
Nazi prize crew attempted to put 
into the neutral Norwegian port 
of Haugesund to land an ill Am- 
erican sailor yesterday were 
countered by Gainard’s assertion 

that the man in question was 
well and working. 

Norwegian authorities closely su- 
pervised the City of Flint and irn- 
posed silence on Gainard and his 
crew after a sailer had told corres- 
pondents they feared the adven- 
tures of their strange odyssey were 
not yet over, and that they would 
wait “tc see what happens next.” 

The City of Flint was freed by 
Norway in a series of developments 
having implications much greater 
than the simple fate of a neutral 
vessel carrying contraband in war- 
time. 

In doing what Soviet Russia 
had refused to do, Norway court- 
ed the ire of. Germany which 
ordered verbal protest in Oslo

FROZEN SLEEP 
NEW CURE FOR 
DRUG ADDICTS 


Mental Troubles Can Be 
Cured By Treatment, 


Scientists Say 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 
Asscciated Press Science Editor 
NEW YORK, Nov. 4.—Use of 

frozen sleep to cure narcotic ad- 
diction and mental trouble was 
announced here Friday. This is 
the first time new human hiber- 


nation has been reported for any- 
thing except cancer. 


Disclosure of the new benefits 
came out incidentally during a re- 
port on the cancer cases to a 
symposium on temperature by doc- 
tors Temple Fay and L. W. Smith 
of Philadelphia, the men who ori- 
ginated the frozen sleep less than a 
year ago. 

There were three narcotic ad- 
dicts, all physicians, None had can- 
cer. 

Each was put to sleep by pack- 
ing in ice and the body tempera- 

ture lowered to about 89. Each 
slept thus for five days. On awak- 
ening each was free from the de- 
sire for the narcotic. Two have 
remained free from the drug. The 
third, after six months, voluntar- 
ily went back to it. He was again 
put under hibernation for five 
days and again woke up cured, 
The mental case was a woman 
suffering from psychosis following 
a surgical operation. She was vio- 
lent and screaming. Twenty-four 
hours of frozen sleep cleared her

In any but these times of treasons, 
stratagems and spoils, it would be sup- 
posed that Pravda, the official organ at 
Moscow, is indulging in a bit of pleasant 
satire when it says Finland, with a popu- 
lation of three millions, “directly threat- 
ens” to make war upon the Soviet Union, 
with a population of one hundred and 
sixty millions, 


These are not, however, times when 
such language in that quarter can be 
taken as not filled with serious signifi- 
cance. The significance in this case is 
pointed by the deadly parallel between the 
absurd shreiking of the Moscow news- 
paper and the trumped-up charges which 
Berlin made the basis of its attacks upon 
Czechoslovakia and Poland. The Czech 
republic, it was alleged, was a |menace to 
the incomparably more powerful Reich; 
hence it must be destroyed. Poland, it was 
said, was a threat to the security of pre- 
ponderant Germany; hence it must be ex- 
tinguished. 

Stalin may not intend to crush Finland, 
but he is, in this ridiculous charge against 
that little country, doing precisely what 
Herr Hitler did to create a pretext for in- 
vasion nad subjugation. ) 


Mistrust Unanimous 


Its Government says it expects the neu- 
trality of the Netherlands will not be vio- 
lated. But it has placed most of the 
country under martial law. The action 
speaks louder than the words. The more 
loudly because the action follows the mass- 
ing of Nazi troops along its borders, in 
numbers not to be explained as a precau- 
tion against the Hollanders joining the 
Allies or the British attempting to land an 
expeditionary force on the Dutch coast. 

Stripped of official pretence, the fact 
is that Hollanders, official and private, 
have a lively suspicion Herr Hitler plans to 
seize their country and make it the base 
‘for air and submarine attacks on England. 
And they have the best of reasons for the 
feeling of uneasiness. When the war 
broke the Nazi minister informed the 
Dutch authorities that his Government 
would respect their neutrality. That of it- 
self was enough to arouse misgivings, for 
the record shows that what the Nazis 
declare they will not do is |probably the 
thing they are planning to do. 

If Holland is not invaded this will only 
be because the Fuehrer thinks the price 
would be too much to pay for the advant- 
age. The proclaiming of martial law is 
Hollamd’s way of saying it does not trust 
his promises—any more than do other 
governments and peoples. 


Clear Up Every Complaint 


Dr. Manion having stated that allega- 
tions had reached him to the effect that 
political patronage had been exercised in 
the letting of war contracts and the mak- 
ing of war-service appointments, Prime 
Minister King responded promptly with 
an invitation to the Conservative leader 
to cite instances and a promise that imme- 
diate investigation will follow. 

This is as it should be. It is the duty 
of the Opposition leader to relay any com- 
plaints of the kind which come to him, 
and the duty of the Prime Minister to have 
such complaints investigated, correction 
made if favoritism has been shown, and 
measures taken to prevent recurrence. 

This is Canada’s war, not the war of 
any political party, and there must be 
not only fair dealing, but freedom from 
suspicion of any other kind of dealing, in 
all matters relating to it. The way to kill 
rumors and consolidate the national ef- 
fort is to investigate every report of parti- 
sau influence. 

On the other point raised by Dr. 
Manion there is no more cause for dis- 
agreement. The Government must assume 
the whole responsibility for the carrying 
out of the war policy. Dr. Manion is 
equally responsible for having approved 
that policy; but for nothing further. There 
cannot have been any wide misunderstand- 
ing on that score. 


The Embargo Off 

The House of Representatives) took 
less than a week to decide to lift the em- 
bargo against the sale of United States 
products of all kinds—munitions in- 
cluded—to belligerent countries. The 
Senate having voted the same way, the ban 
is off, and any country—belligerent cr not 
may send a ship to a United States’ 


| 
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port, load it with goods that have been paid 
for, and depart with these for any destina- 
tion. 

Since they have money with which to 
buy, ships in which to transport their pur- 
chases, and sea power to convoy the car- 
goes, Britain and France will be able to 
take better advantage of the free trade 
condition than will Germany. But it is 
a mistake to assume that Germany cannot 
profit at all from the lifting of the em- 
bargo. Italian, Russian and other neutral 
ships can load at United States’ ports with 
munitions ultimately destined for Ger- 
many, and one way or another a good 
many of such cargoes may get to the 
Reich. 

But the supplies which can be smug- 
gled into Germany by” these back-door 
routes, and paid for in advance, will be 
small in comparison with the crated air- 
planes and other equipment awaiting ship- 
ment to Britain and France, and the still 
vaster supplies for which they have al- 
ready placed orders in the United States. 

Berlin and Moscow to the contrary, 
the lifting of the embargo is an} act of 
strict neutrality on the part of the United 
States. All customers are to be treated 
alike. That the Allies are in a better po- 
sition to buy than is Germany is because 
while the proceeds of German industry 
have been wasted for generations in the 
creation of unproductive armaments, Bri- 
tain and France have devoted their ener- 
gies in greater degree to the accumulation 
of wealth and the creation of merchant 
fleets.

The American people have served notice on 
Germany and Russia that though they may not 
yet be ready to go to war against them, they 
have no room in their country for Hitler’s or 


Stalin's agents. The No, 1 Communist of the 
U.S., Comrade Earl Browder, and the leader of 


the German-American Bund, 
AMERICA Fritz Kuhn, have been branded 
ON GUARD as enemies of the constitution 


and charged with carrying on 
activities subversive of law and order. In a more 
plain-speaking age, these unsavory gentlemen 
would have been described, in the vivid lan- 
guage of Walt Whitman, as “cringers, suckers, 
doughfaces, vermin of politics, planners of sly 
revolutions.” Today the Jaw takes the place of 
abuse. They will likely have to keep quiet for 
a good long spell. 

Comrade Browder objects very much to the 
fuss now being made about him. He told the 
Dies committee he had used a forged passport 
to get out of the United States once, virtually 
daring the government to arrest him for a self- 
confessed breach of the law. When it took him 
at his own word, and launched proceedings 
against him, he squirmed and squealed that he 
was a siartyr. 

Earl Browder was made chief of the Com- 
munist party of America by Stalin when the 
Russian dictator objected to his predecessor. He 
is nothing but an echo, a carben copy, of his mas- 
ter in Moscow. Resentment against the Nazi- 
Communist pact, he admitted, “would be ground 
for expulsion from the Communist party.” Has 
even a Communist agitator carried audacity to 
a higher pitch than Browder who admits critic- 
ism of his party’s dogmas is illegal, even for a 
party leader, but who thinks sedition against the 
American government will be allowed to go un- 
noticed and unpunished? 

Dorothy Thompson has gathered some vivid 
facts about Browder. She says he was an agent 
of the Soviet Union in China in 1927. Katie 
Harris, alias Katherine Harrison, his former 
wife, has been a servant of the dreaded OGPU in 
Europe. His brother, William, told the Dies com- 
mittee that Browder had banked close to a mil- 
lion dollars in his own name on behalf of the 
party in 1937, though he gave his income for in- 
come tax purposes as being only $4,000. That 
was the committee, by the way, which learned 
that the party paper, “The Daily Worker,” started 
with a subsidy from Russia, 

Is not Dorothy Thompson right when she says 
the freedom of the United States was not meant 
for trouble-makers like Browder or political 
schemers like Kuhn, who boasts of his early. 
connection with Hitler and has never denied he 
participated in the Nazi revolt at Munich in 
1923 organized by the man who is now master 
of the Reich? 
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A story has come from Berlin which is the 
best tribute one can seek for the brave sea-dogs 
who guard Britain's welfare on the high seas. 
Hitler has ordered a medal to be given to all 
who have shown their bravery by returning to 
the Reich after two trips in a submarine. Just 

think of it. The British 
GERMANY ADMITS fleet patrols the sea with 
THE RISKS such stern vigilance that it 

is a feat of heroism for a 
U-boat crew to sight its own country again! Mr. 
Winston Churchill must have felt a thrill of joy 
as he saw this item. 

Yet it would be a grave error to assume that 
the submarine menace is over or that it will no 
longer be the sad duty of the Admiralty to record 
the success of German attacks. Naval history 
shows it is always the maritime power in control 


of the seas which sustains the heaviest damage. 


The enemy lurks for shelter in hidden ports or 
else skulks furtively beneath the waves. Eng- 
land, on the contrary, must keep watch on the 
Seas openly in broad daylight, as well as during 

isks each night brings. In the long war 
inst Napoleon the French captured 5,314 
: osing only 440 vessels to England. 
Britain also had a long list to chronicle of boats 
lost or injured in the last war. 

Ar r Meighen, in many ways the most re- 
student of foreign affairs in Canada, once 
drew up a list of ominous facts it is well to pon- 
der. Germany never used more than thirty sub- 
marines at any time in the last struggle, worked 
by ten thousand men.

It is a great event at Washington when a min- 
ister disagrees openly with a colleague az it is felt 
the fiction of cabinet unity must never be tarn- 
ished, Yet here was the President not stooping 
to the chore himself but asking his secretary to 
pour scorn upon Mr. Wallace's utterance.

Mad Dog in China 


The wave of feeling which followed Ambassa- 
dor Grew’s admonition to Japan on the rights 
of Americans in China was a reflection of an 
attitude which all people of the Nazi mind must 
heed. Recent speeches of Canadian business men 
returned from the Orient carry a similar note. 

They convey the picture of a remorseless, un- 
deviating pressure by the Japanese to oust the 
white man and all his business from China. Noth- 
ing is too shameful, nothing too humiliating to 
inflict on the British citizen, and to a less degree 
on his American cousin, if it contributes to clear- 

‘ing the commercial field in the Orient for Tokyo. 

None too soon has the warning come. With 
blockade, discourtesy, and unethical business 
practices, Japan is slowly reducing to ruin the 
commercial edifice painstakingly erected by gen- 
erations of Englishmen and Americans. And, 
once laid low, it can never be rebuilt.—Vancou- 
ver Province. 


Boycott Discrimination 


There are boycotts and boycotts, and care 
must always be taken that this effective weapon 
be used with discrimination. A great many per- 
sons are involved in the simple operation of a 
consumer refusing to purchase a certain type 
or kind of goods. 

The consideration that arouses this thought 
is the fact that a number of Canadian merchants 
who have had to stock up with various kinds of 
German-made goods, are now in serious diffi- 
culties concerning their disposal to the public. 
The current boycott against Germany is not, in 
the retail phase of selling, striking at Germany 
at all but at Canadians, for the goods already in 
this country have been paid for long since. This 
phase is not in any way connected with the 
national boycott of Germany, which went into 
effect immediately upon the outbreak of hostili- 
ties. 

Therefore, the question centres around the 
propriety of continuing to sell those German- 
made goods already in Canada. A strict boycott 
penalizing Canadian merchants and adding to 
their troubles, hardly seems to be even horse- 
sense.—Winnipeg Free Press. 


The Man Behind Him 


Le Temps of Paris says: “We find ourselves 
in a situation which nobody would have dreamed 
of predicting two months ago. Our armies, 
which have only been slightly engaged, remain 
in a position of strategic waiting, while the 
entire country, which has not yet suffered, re- 
mains in a state of expectancy.” 

Nobody was very greatly surprised when 
little happened on the West Front while Poland 
was being subdued. But for three weeks now 
Hitler has definitely paused, keeping up a front 
by threats to bomb Britain and trying to woo 
France. By propaganda he attempts to persuade 
the French that Germany wants nothing from 
her neighbor across the Rhine, but that Britain 
is using France to pull chestnuts out of the fire 

To this proposition, Le Témps comments: 
“Hitler is wasting his time trying to separate 
France from Britain, confining himself to a 
defensive action on the Westwall while intensify- 
ing submarine and air attacks on England.” 

If we assume that the real war has not yet 
Started and that we are still witnessing a series 
of diplomatic moves which may profoundly 
affect the entire situation, it may be interesting 
briefly to speculate on what may happen. Rus- 
sia is the great enigma. It is pretty safe to 
guess that Hitler would move much more 
confidently if he knew exactly the mind of 
Joseph Stalin. 

If Hitler goes “all out” in the West, it will 
be a marvellous opportunity for Stalin to move 
into the Balkans, swallow up Hungary, Bulgaria 
and even Yugo-Slavia. Very bad news indeed 
for Germany!—Vancouver Sun. 


On This Date 


Going back again seventy-five years and the 
historic conference which sat at Quebec in 1864, 
we find that November 5 and 6 were important 
dates in the sequence of events, though not in- 
cluded in the official record. The delegates who 
had travelled first to Montreal and then to 
Toronto, being banquetied at both cities, held a 
sub-conference of the maritime delegates at 
Toronto and definitely decided that their original 
purpose, the basis of the first conference at'Char- 
lottetown, discussion of the chances for a union 
of the provinces by the sea, should be shelved 
for the time being. While determined to 
the goal aimed at by the Quebec conferer 
creation of a confederated British North Amer- 
ica, the maritimers did not absolutely abandon 
the smaller idea, It was merely put on one side, 
to be revived if, perchance, the greater enter- 
prise was found unrealizable. The meeting is of 
historic importance as being the first time that 
representatives of the maritimes had met in what 
was then “Western Canada.”

Dizziness is like many other 
symptoms in that it may be the sign 
of only a passing disturbance or 
may signify the existence of some 
more serious disorder.

Probably the two chief causes of 
dizziness are stomach upsets and 
sluggishness of the liver, either of 
which is capable of inducing ver- 
tigo. The dizziness accompanying 
what is popularly called a bilious 
attack is very common, although

main for any length of time. The 
patient has a poor appetite, and 
may notice that the head aches or 
that there is digestive unhappiness. 
When he tries to move, objects near 
him seem to be turning around 
rapidly or appear blurred. If he 
stoops over, he may notice that the 
dizziness commonly becomes much 
more noticeable when he straight- 
ens up. 

When the dizzy feeling appears 
while on a street car, or while 
riding in an automobile, it is pos-

BERLIN, Nov, 4--Germany and | 
Soviet Russia agreed Friday on re- | 
patriation of their respective na- 
tionals in partitioned Poland who 
are on the wrong side of the Nazi- 
Soviet boundary delineating Ger- 
man and Russian spheres of inter- 
est.

From a musical standpoint, one 
of the most interesting develop- 
ments of the war, is the produc- 
tion of two songs, by two differ- 
ent sets of writers and published 
by two different publishers, but 
both drawing their. insp‘ration 
from the same source and both 
having titles almost identical

In the London Daily Express 
ear'y in the war, the artist St. 
John Cooper contributed a car- 
toon of a young soldier penning 
a letter to his mother and stat- 
ing that he was going to send 
her the Siegfried Line to hang 
her washing on. Independently 
and simultaneously, two groups 
of scng-writers saw song possi- 
bilities in the cartoon and the 
legend accompanying it. The 
world then received the song 
“I'm Sending You the Siegfried 
Line to Hang Your Washing 
On,” with words and music by 
Ross Parker, Hughie Charles 
and St. John Cooper, The other 
song along the same line is 
called “We're Gonna Hang out 
the Washing on the Siegfried 
Line,” by Jimmy Kennedy and 
Michael Carr. The originator of 
the cartoon, St. John Cooper 
shares in authorship of the 
first-mentioned song and a re- 
plica of the cartocn appears on 
the sheet music cover. 


The Ross Parker, mentioned in 
the paragraph above was a sales- 
man two yeas ago Then he 


wrote a waltz ballad popular here 
a year ago and known as “The 
Girl in the Bonnet of Blue.” This 
was so successful that he resign- 
ed his job, moved to London and 
has written several successful 


| songs since that time. He seems to 


be “doing all right” with this one. 


| The team writing the other song, 


Jimmy Kennedy and Michael 
Carr are well known English song 
writers and penned the currently 
popular “South of the Border’ 
among many others. Kennedy, 
incidentally, is on war service 
duty, at present serving in an 
anti-aircraft battery “Somewhere 
in London.”

One of the most popular in Brit- 
ain at present is Wish Me Luck 
As You Wave Me Good-bye. This 
number is sung by the popular 
Gracie Fields in the picture Ship- 
yard Sally. Strangely enough, 
this song, in the picture, has noth- 
ing to do with the departure of 
troops, although the sentiment is 
suitable for the occasion, In the 
picture, the “luck” which Gracie 
invites in her singing, is merely 
that which will enable her to keep 
the license of her public-house in 
the face of opposition from a big 
brewer, whom she is going to 
London to interview. But Mr. 
Tommy Atkins, in selecting the 
songs he sings, cares not where 
they come from, so long as they 
suit his moods and fit the occa- 
sion, And these songs are going 
over big with His Majesty's forces 
these days.

John Barbirolli, conductor of 
the New York Philharmonic, at 
a recent luncheon tn the Am- 
erican metropolis, told the fol- 
lowing story: In March, 1918, the 
regiment with which he served 
Was ordered to a little town on 
the English east coast.
